London, November 1— Aostro^Jer- 
man foroea have reached practically 
the line of OaBaral TagUaatento Rlr- 
er defaaaaa and haTe baaa checked 
there ia their tbrward advaaoa, ac- 
cordtaig to the Interpretation placed 
here this afternoon on Berlin's own 
official statement. 

The German official claimed, bow- 
ever, that 60,000 Italian soldiers 
"laid down their arms east of the 
lower Tagllamento." 

It announced tha total of prison- 
ers taken in tha great Italian drive 
had now reached 1W,M0 man and 
1600 guns were taken. 

The greatest menace to Italy's 
safety Indicated In despatches today 
was the flanking move well under 
way near the Carnle Alps, directed 
by an Austrian army under General 
Von Krobatln.

ThU|. force la making a deseprate 
thrust to turn the Italian poaitlons 
on the upper oonrae of the Taglla- 
mento. 

.Success of such an operation would 
threaten th^ whole Tagllmento line 
and force a further Italian retire- 
ment, possibly to the line of the Piave 
RlTor. 

Aocording to the Berlin Torsion, 
the InTadlng toroes already have 

captured 120,000 Italians and lOOn 
guns. Today is the ninth day of 
the drive.

Bearakeba lR Captured By British 
Army 

London, November 1— The city of 
Beersheba, In Palestine, haa been 
captured by the British, it la an- 
nounced ofHclally. 

Indications from Palestine are that 
with the advent of good weather the 
British are resuming ^ their active 
campaign up the Syrian coast. The 
capture by British troops of Beer- 
sheba, approximately forty miles 
in an official statement today, 

WMttVihr bperatloaa in Palekine 
halted laat vring the British had 
pushed up the eoaat from the Sinai 
peninsuU to the gatea of Gasa, on 
the coast in Southern Palestine, 
while In Interior Palestine their col- 
umns had advanced on a virtually 
parallel front, to tho vicinity of 
Beersheba. There were reports that 
there had l>een a penetration as far 
northward as Hebron, which Is less 
than twenty milea ,flrom Jernaalem, 
but apparently there waa no definite 
advance of the British main force to 
this point. 

ItpportB early last month stated 
that the British and revolting Arab 
forces from the southern interior had 
effected a Junction In Southern PalCa- 
tine, and that combined operatlona by 
these forces agalnat tha Tnrka might 
be expected shortly.

NovHBbor 1 — One 
hundred thonaaad manutecturers. 
Wholesalers and other diatributors of 
ataple food will be placed under li- 
cense today by the Food Administra- 
tion for the duration of the war. No 
licenses have yet been mailed, but it 
wsa announced that thoae who have 
sought licensea need not be appro- 
hanatva nalaaa they viobto tha food 
ooatrbl act. 

Nearly 50,000 application blanks 
already have been called for by deal- 
ers and requests have been filed out 
and will be mailed to affected deal- 
ers as soon as bookleta containing 
complete mlea and regulationa for 
the guidance of liisenses have been re- 
ceived from the printer. 

The Food Administration estimates 
that when the lists are complete 
there will be about 100,000 licenses, 
Including importers, lAckers, can- 
ners, manufacturers, wholesalers- 
commission men, broken, auction- 
eera, storage warehousemen, togeth- 
er with retailers doing more than 
$100,000 business annually, which 
embraces niail-order firms and chain 
stores. 

Small rptailcra will not be licensed, 
but they are Hubjecl to the provlS' 
ions of the food law Itaelf, which for 
bids specnlatlon, hoarding and ex- 
cessive profits, ^ey alao wlU be 
controlled through the licensing reg- 
uhttlons controUtaig wholesalers, 
who will be reqnpired to cut off the 
supplies of dealers of any size, and In 
any branch of the trade, who exact 
exorbitant proflu oa the aeeaiaitleB 
of life. 

The licensed foods Include beef, 
pork aad mutton, flab, poultry aad 
egga, ttSOt, butter, eheeae, flour. SU' 
gar, cereals, lard, beans, peas, fruits, 
vegetables, several lines of canned 
goods and other products. 

The purposes of licensing are 
stated aa follow h: 

"First— To limit the prices charged 
by every licensee to a reasonable 
amount over expaMM, aad tiirbidt|« 
iQuuiaiiioa' ut'gpttauMtnHKBMrtM 
a rialag market " 

"Second— t\(> keep all food com- 
modities moving In as direct a line 
and with as little delay as practicable 
to the consumer. 

"Third— To limit as far as prac- 
ticable contracts for future delivery 
and dealings in future contracts."

They war against 
iwh. real enemies of mankind as rats, mice and other rodents that 
eat grain and injure m any of our valuable e ropa.
